TOO MUCH GLOOM AND DOOM ON 
VIETNAM 


. ‘Mr. PROXMIRE. Mz. President, an 


honest election in South Vietnam estab- 
Ushing civillan authority should be wel- 


:comed enthusiastically by the United 


States, 

It is incomprehensible to me why there 
is so much gloom and doom about the 
prospect of such an election In South 
Vietnam. 

What have we been fighting for out 
there, except for the right of the people 
of South Victnam to their own govern- 
ment? 

. Useful as a military Junta may have 
been in the military conflict against 
communism, 
would be far, far better not only in the 


‘ yvlew of people throughout the world but 


obviously in the ‘eyes of the people: of 
Victnam. 

It is true that the protests against the 
Ey government have impeded the war 
effort. That is a high price to pay, But 
if the result of these protests 1s an honest 
election, the benefit will be worth the 
price. . 

Tt is imperative in any election contest 

that the United States follow a policy of 
the strictest possible neutrality. Our 
only interest should be to assist the Viet- 
namese, when requested, to help guaran- 
tee a thoroughly honest election with 
maximum participation. 
- While a countrywide election is somc- 
thing new, local elections are not. The 
South Vietnamese have held them and 
abided by the results, There is a good 
prospect that they would do the same in 
a national election. ; 

In view of the immense investment this 


country has made in South Vietnam in 


the lives of our own soldiers, not to speak 
of billions of dollars of military assist- 
ance, maintaining our neutrality in an 
election will be extraordinarily difficult. 

But the CIA, as well as every other 
American agency in South Vietnam, must

The United States, for its part, will enor- 
mously gain by the presence of a government 
of clyilians enjoying the mantle of legitimacy 
that only orderly elections can confer.

Americans must not expect that a coun- 
try in tho midst of war can suddenly sum- . 
mon forth perfectly functioning democratic 
But the South Vietnamese are 
not without experience with elections and. 
democracy. Local and provincial govern- . 
ments have been procecding with elections 
and abiding by democratic methods in parts 
of the country throughout the war, There 
fg a tradition in the country on which it 
should be possible to build. 

The President of the United States has 
dcalt on se friendly and cordial basis with 
South Vietnam’s present government and 
will continue to do s0 while it is in power. 
His administration will be oble to. deal in 
the same manner with the successor gov- 
ernment shaped by elections. - 

’ Such a government will have before it. 
chotces that are dificult for a democratic 
government to make. It will be confronted 
by all the harsh alternatives of war; and, 
sooner or later, by the equally anguishing 
problems of procuring & peace in South Viet- 
jam. It may wish to deal with somo of those . 
problems differently than wo would deal with © 
them, But this should confront us with no 


problems with which we cannot deal. Weare |. 


in South Victnam to preserve the right of a 
small people to govern themselves and make 
thelr own choices, That principle will be 
vindicated whatever tho course the people 
choose. We have undertaken to presorve 
their opportunity to make a choice, An 
elected government 1s & necessary instrumont 
for determining what that cholee really is.
